Shanghai, March 11— (A.P.)— 
Chinese authorities were adam ­ 
an t today in refusing to accep t 
any p eace settlem en t which did 
n ot include 
an 
unconditional 
withdrawal of Jap an ese troop s 
from the Shan ghai area. 
As a result, although both the 
Chinese and Jap an ese accep ted 
the resolution of the League of 
Nations adop ted M arch 4 looking 
toward a settlem en t of hostili­ 
ties here, no p eace was in sight 
today . 
The Chinese reiterated they 
were unwilling to en ter in to a 
conference on any other basis 
than unconditional withdrawal 
of troop s by the Jap anese, and 
Jap anese dip lomatic circles, al­ 
though they said they were n ot 
only willing but anx ious to en ter 
into a conference w ith the Chi­ 
nese, indicated it was imp erativ e 
th a t th e two sides get together on 
an in terp retation of the league’s 
resolution.

It was ap p aren t the Jap anese 
believ ed 
th a t 
unconditional 
w ithdraw al of troop s was riot in ­ 
tended by the league as a condi­ 
tion for the p eace p arley s. 
A heav y detachm en t of Chi­ 
nese troop s has occup ied the

Ep iscop al c h u r c h 
p rop erty at Changshu, 30 miles 
n orth of Soochow, for sev eral 
day s, missionaries here learned 
today . 
All of the buildings on the 
p rop erty were occup ied, it was

the troop s arriv ed. 
Another

rice storehouse, the rep ort said, 
and the weight of the grain 
caused the floor to giv e way . 
Mission authorities asked the 
United States consulate to re­ 
quest the ev acuation of both 
p rop erties.

J ESUS COMFORTS DISCIPLES

In the last lesson we saw the' 
Master washing the disciples’ 
feet, teaching them through his 
act the lesson of humility , and 
rebuking the selfish ambitions 
th at led them to quarrel about 
m atters of place and prefer­ 
ment. 
A very different atmosphere 
surrounds this lesson. Here Je­ 
sus is the minister of comfort to 
those whose trouble and disap­ 
pointm ent he foresees. The very 
lack of spiritual discernment on 
the part of the disciples was 
bound to make more perplex ing 
and 
try ing 
the 
ex periences 
through which they were about 
to pass. 
They had staked their faith 
upon the establishment of an 
earthly kingdom, in which they 
anticipated th at they were go­ 
ing to have places of power and 
responsibility . That dream was 
about to find its crucial disap­ 
pointment. 
W hether or not Jesus in his 
earthly consciousness had known 
from the beginning what was to 
be the climax of his earthly 
m inistry on Calvary , it seems ev­ 
ident th at at this time the clear 
consciousness of his impending 
sacrifice was ever present with 
him. 


Under these conditions Jesus 


gave all the power of his ut­ 
terance to strengthening the 
disciples for the crisis. lie did 
this, not through warning and 
appeal, but by seeking to create 
in them the sort of faith and 
the quality of vision that would 
sustain them in their hour of 
need. 
Here he brings the ministry to 
the troubled into the atmos­ 
phere of the eternal and abid­ 
ing. The one great reason why 
we may rise above our perplex ­ 
ities and our troubles is the .as­ 
surance that, no m atter what 
comes, God’s love and God’s care 
abide with us. 
Jesus does not argue about 
this. He does not present facts 
and reasonings to uphold or 
prove it, he takes it rather as an 
assumption of spiritual reality . 
“If it were not so, I would have 
told y ou,” he say s. There are 
things, he suggests, that are at 
the very foundation of life and 
of goodness. 
* * * # 
He is equally specific in de­ 
fining the effect of this faith 
upon himself and 
upo n his mis­ 
sion. He is going to prepare a 
place for the disciples, but he 
will not be separated from them. 
He is seeking to lead them in the 
way that he himself is going. 
We must read these words in 
the light of the declaration of 
Jesus, “I am the Way , and the 
Truth, and the Life.” He per­ 
sonifies in his personality and 
presence 
the 
divine 
realities 
which every reader of the Old 


Testament associated with the 
Eternal God. 
Our lesson ex presses the fact 
of the Incarnation as a prac­ 
tical, rather than a theoretical, 
doctrine.. This relationship of 
the disciple to God, through the 
earthly Jesus, who is leading the 
way , is associated with the prac- 


tical manifestation of religion in 
good work£ . 
Faith and communion are ex ­ 
pressed in prevailing pray er, and 
in 
the 
prevailing 
power 
of 
righteous living. If we live in 
close communion with Jesus we 
become the sharers of his holi­ 
ness and his power.

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THE JOB RIOTS 
News of the clash between police and unem­ 
ployed men at the gates of the Ford plant on the 
edge of Detroit is tragically disturbing — not be­ 
cause it indicates any new danger from v iolent 
Communism, but because it prov es that we hav e 
not yet learned how to deal with desperate men 
who cannot get jobs. 
There were Communist agitators in the mob 
at Dearborn, of course. It goes without saying 
th at the fighting, if not definitely caused by 
them, was at least right in line with their ideas. 
But it is simply idiotic to suppose that a m a­ 
jority of the 3000 men who marched to the plant 
or ev en a sizable percentage of them, went out 
with any idea of prov oking v iolence, or took with 
them any positiv e desire to see the existing 
framework of American society torn down. 
They may hav e some of those ideas now, but 
it is v ery doubtful that they had them before 
the fight. They were simply distracted men for 
whom America today has no work. They wanted, 
somehow, to get out of the slough of despond; 
they wanted jobs, and if they couldn’t get them 
they at least wanted to dramatize their plight 
and express their feelings. 
But organized society had no way of meeting 
them but by using force. It killed four of them, 
wounded 15 or 20 more and threw 15 into jail. 
By doing this, what did it accomplish? 
It made a lot of those 3000 permanently bit­ 
ter. It gav e the Communist organizers through­ 
out the country a tremendous lot of new fuel 
for the sputtering fire that they are trying — 
with scant success, thus far — to start. It enor­ 
mously emphasized the sad fact that organized 
society sometimes seems a lot readier to hit job­ 
less men ov er the head than it is to keep them 
from going hungry. 
A newspaper photographer who cov ered the 
procession from its start said: 
“As the men formed they were a jolly lot, some 
laughing and joking as they marched to Dear­ 
born.” 
Marchers who laugh and joke are not dan­ 
gerous. When organized society does its best to 
make them stop laughing and joking it is acting 
with supreme foolishness.

EDUCATION IN POLITICS 
It is generally true that the people who do 
the most criticising of politicians, of the way 
our political parties are conducted and the 
way our gov ernment is run, are the onps who 
take the least interest in fundamental politics 
themselv es. The only way, of course, that poli­ 
tics can be made better and gov ernment im­ 
prov ed, is by educating more people in politics 
and inducing them to take more interest in the 
great American game. 
When the politician fails to liv e up to expec­ 
tations, there is a loud complaint from the press 
and the public. Yet the people who ought to 
take part in politics and fail to do so, are partly 
to blame. They hav e failed to exercise all their 
duties as citizens and disappointment is natur­ 
ally the result. 
Why not hav e educational training in politics 
as well as in other branches of public effort? 
The youth of the land hav e been taught to av oid 
politics. They hav e been told that there is more 
money and more honor in business and the o th­ 
er professions. Perhaps this is true, but it re­ 
mains the fact that politics remain v ery im­ 
po rtant to the welfare of the community, the 
state and the nation. If » neglected, it is not the 
politicians alone who will be ruined. Business 
will suffer when we depart from the fundamental 
principles of American gov ernment. Why not a 
little more education in politics for all of us?
